The Breed Has Lost One of Its Outstanding Herd Bulls 


By Fred Hahne 


“We lost Elgon Sunbeam 
last week” is the substance 
of the terse statement re- 
ceived from Sam Fullerton, 
Jr., Miami, Oklahoma, under 
date of August 5th. The 
statement is brief neverthe- 
less it will bring to the fra- 
ternity a sudden shock to- 
gether with a full realization 
that one of the most coveted 
bulls in recent history is no 
more. It was but a few short 
weeks ago that Colonel A. F. 
Peirce and his manager L. L. 
Little, of Ravenswood Farms, 
Warrenton, Virginia, parried 
with young Sam Fullerton in 
an endeavor to gain a price 
on Elgon Sunbeam, but to 
no avail, even though twenty 
grand was hinted strongly by 
the prospective purchasers. It 
was at that time that Mr. 
Little and myself visited the 
lower farm at Narcissa, not 
once but twice, to critically 
scrutinize Elgon Sunbeam. 
He filled the eye to a nicety. 
When we left and came on 
home to Webster City bring- 
ing Mr. Little along he could 
not seem to get his mind off

the prize he played for had lost. 
Elgon Sunbeam whose _ ex- 
tended tabulation is here pre- 
sented had every reason in the 
world to be the kind of a bull 
that he was—thick, low set, 
wide, smooth, good headed, and 
finished at the other end with 
about the fullest quarters ever 
exhibited by a bull of the breed. 


It is no wonder he was wanted 
at Ravenswood, nor is it any 
wonder that scores of other good 
breeders had spent time trying 
to gain ownership of this great 
bull. He was derived from the 
coveted Elba tribe, his dam be- 
ing a granddaughter of Imp. 
Elmaretta 348320, bred by Gar- 
den A. Duff, Turriff, Scotland, 
and one of the truly great cows 
to come to America. The dam’s 
sire was a product of the com- 
bination of Pat Donohoe’s El- 
beron 2d and his famous breed- 
ing cow Elba of Glyn Mawr 7th 
bred by the Tudors.

ESTANCIA As the train raced 
CHARLES through the night head- 

ed south from Buenos 
Aires, I awakened shivering with cold.

After breakfast we changed into 
boots and heavy riding clothes and 
started to enjoy two of the most 
pleasant and the most interesting 
days that I can remember. In the 
limited space at my command I 
cannot begin to do justice to this 
great breeding establishment and 
its several side lines, including an 
orchard of 360 acres with its own 
packing and shipping facilities. It 
struck me as a strange coincidence 
that about the same time I was at 


Senor Don Hector Guerre- 
ro at his Estancia Charles, 
one of the largest and one 
of the most important in all Argentina. 

The Palermo Show was over and I was now 
free to accept invitations to visit the estan- 
cias of exhibitors at that Show. And Senor 
Guerrero’s was the first to be received, and 
was happily accepted. I had not only made 
a very pleasant acquaintance with Senor 
Guerrero in Scotland several years earlier, 
but only a few days prior to our departure 
for South America I had had the pleasure 
of entertaining his oldest son, Don Carlos, 
at my Iowa Rosemere Farm. Another hap- 
py remembrance of Don Hector Guerrero 
was the night at Perth when Mr. J. E. Kerr, 
of Harviestoun fame, winner of the supreme 
championship of the show, filled the huge 
Guerrero cup which went with that award 
with champagne, not once, but several times, 
for the entertainment of his many friends, 
an occasion reminiscent of the once merrie 
England that is now so sad. It was Don 
Hector also who purchased that Supreme 
Champion, a ten-month-old calf, in the auc- 
tion the next day for 3,100 guineas, equiva- 
lent to $17,500 in United States currency at 
that time. Remembering how coolly Senor 
Guerrero had announced his bids on this 
calf, imagine my surprise when he told me 
in Buenos Aires that he had been so worried 
over the high price he had paid for so young 
a herd bull that he became ill and had sub- 
sequently spent some time in a London hos- 
pital as a consequence. But judging from 
the results he has received from the use of 
this bull, as noted by me during my visit to 
his estancia in Argentina, he need not have 
been concerned about the price he had paid. 
The descendants of this great bull, Baron 
Bruce, which I saw at Estancia Charles were 
further evidence to me that the right kind 
of a sire can hardly be purchased too dearly. 

I had been told by others of Senor Guer- 
rero’s great collection of coaches and car- 
riages, but little had I dreamed that one of 
these vehicles with a magnificent four in 
hand attached, equipped with harness of 


brightly shining metal, would furnish me 
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Estancia Charles, Senor Guerrero’s 
youngest son was inspecting the 
extensive orchards of our own Yak- 
ima Valley in Washington State for the pur- 
pose of learning better methods of produc- 
ing high quality fruit. After Senor Guer- 
rero had shown me his orchards and I had 
noted their excellent condition, I remarked 
that I did not believe our Washington State 
methods could be any improvement over 
those he had been using. 

Everywhere we went about the great 
estancia was by coach, a four in hand, a 
tandem of three or two, and each time a 
different coach. And it is interesting to 
note that Senor Guerrero has, in all, twenty- 
eight coaches and carriages, twenty-four of 
which came from England and France, two 
from the United States, one from Austria, 
and one being Argentine. For each coach 
there is a set of beautiful harness to match 
and one adaptable to every hitch. This re- 
markable collection of coaches and carri- 
ages, which I believe is recognized as one of 
the finest in all the world, represents those 
of long ago which were used by the aris- 
tocracy and in some instances, the rulers of 
the countries from which they came. Upon 
acquisition by Senor Guerrero they were 
thoroughly reconditioned, and since have 
been constantly maintained in an excellent 
state of repair, their metal adornments be- 
ing kept as beautifully polished as when, 
in the distant past, they may have borne a 
Louis of France or a Ceorge or an Edward 
of England. 

And I must not forget to mention the 
horses which draw these coaches. Fifty- 
seven are kept thoroughly broken and train- 
ed at all times, and each team is made up 
of perfectly matched and as nearly as pos- 
sible, of animals of the same temperament, 
which makes not only for beauty, but for 
uniformity of action as well. These horses 
were of more than usual interest to me, be- 
cause they are the products of a system of 
breeding for which I have always had a 
great deal of respect—in fact, a system 
which I have used with the utmost satisfac- 
tion in my Aberdeen-Angus breeding oper-

ations. They represent a continu; ; 

breeding and inbreeding for a a ot ~ 
seventy years. Senor Guerrero had a a 
imately two thousand of these eae 
they were about the most convincing = 
ample of the value of this method of foe 
ing that I have ever observed. Their ph ni 
cal makeup showed not the slightest indie : 
tion of deterioration, and those that I rd 
were so uniform in color, conformation and 
temperament that it was difficult to dis 
tinguish one from another. ; 

I was so impressed that I was anxious to 
learn something of their background ‘and 
Senor Guerrero kindly furnished me with 
this information: ‘their original paternal 
ancestor was a circus stallion, either a Barb 
or an Arab, which was brought from France 
to the Argentine over seventy years ago 
where he was mated to a Morgan mare. The 
produce was a_ gray stallion named 
“Huilibi”. And it was interesting to note 
that some of these horses were a steel gray 
and others dark bays, but I observed no 
mixed colors. This gray stallion was mated 
to a select lot of Crioll mares (native 
mares) that were run on good pastures. The 
mares could choose their own pasture, as in 
those days there were no fences on the 17() 
thousand acres over which they ran. ‘hey 
run on some of these same pastures today, 
and not a particle of new blood has been in- 
troduced in the meantime. 

I don’t mind saying that Senor Guerrero’s 
horses attracted me about as much as his 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and this is saying a 
great deal, because as is well-known the 
world over, he has one of the finest col- 
lections of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to be 
found any place. His herd, which is without 
doubt the oldest in Argentina, was founded 
by his father by importations of the best 
that could be obtained from the mother 
country of the breed, and in the early part 
of this century one International junior 
champion bull was imported from the Unit- 
ed States. The Guerrero herd, in addition to 
being of exceptionally high average quality, 
is large. At the time I was there it num- 
bered over twenty-one thousand head. Of 
course, some of these were of the puros por 
cruza classification and still others were 
general cattle, corresponding to our com- 
mercial cattle. But the pedigreed herd of 
Senor Guerrero is very large, even for Ar- 
gentina, where large herds are the rule 
rather than the exception. 

Estancia Charles is in what has b-en 
previously described as the breeding grounds 
of Argentina. It is one vast stretch of lev- 
el land (141,000 acres), some of which bor- 
ders on the Atlantic Ocean, and at the time 
of my visit it was showing the effects of a 
prolonged rainy spell, with the result that 
large tracts of it were under water. And 
although Senor Guerrero did not remind me 
of the fact, it was apparent that many of 
his cattle were not in as good condition as 
they would ordinarily have been. Because 
of the extensive flooding of his pasture 
lands, the actual grazing areas had been 
greatly reduced, and as a result there was 
a shortage of grazing; nevertheless, the dif- 
ferent groups of breeding animals which I 
saw showed excellent conformation and the 
effects of a long period of constructive 
breeding. Senor Guerrero has used many of 
the greatest bulls of Scotland and England,

many, the purchase of Eileenmere 
epoch at the record price of $15,000.00, by 
Colonel Peirce, owner of Ravenswood Farm, 
Warrenton, Virginia, was a great surprise.

There are upwards of 
thirty-five calves to be seen at 
Ravenswood sired by this bull 
and they are uniformly a nice 
lot. But back to the new Rav- 
enswood, who has at the man- 
agerial reins a Mr. L. L. Little 
who sees eye to eye with Col- 
onel A. E. Peirce and has the 
ambition to make the Ravens- 
wood herd the top breeding 
plant in the nation. That will 
require some little time, but 
the firm is decidedly on the 
right track. With the addition 
of Eileenmere 260th, Mr. Little and Colonel 
Peirce were spurred to even greater ambi- 
tious heights, and soon after Mr. Little re- 
turned to the Warrenton, Virginia farm, he 
again packed his bag and headed west. It 


had been rumored that Mr. Charles T. Bates 
might sell Envious Blackeap B. 6th, the 1939 
International grand champion for which he 
had paid $10,000.00 in the early spring of 
1940.

In going through the cows that came with 
Envious, we saw many that should prove 
great producers at the Warrenton farm. 
There were ten show cattle, and some of 
these will be seen on the circuit this year, 
though most of them are being held over for 
the 1942 shows. 

Possibly next to Envious Blackcap B. 6th, 
the best part of the deal for Ravenswood 
was the securing of the services of Lee 
Leachman as herdsman. Mr. Leachman 
served an apprenticeship with John B. and 
Elliott Brown for two years, was with them 
when both Envious Blackcap B. 6th and Eri- 
anna B. 2d were made International grand 
champions. He knows well how to feed and 
prepare cattle for show, knows well how to 
show them, too, and when we talked to him, 
at Ravenswood, we learned that he was 
much pleased to be in Virginia. He added 
too, that, it was going to be a lot of fun to 
work with Eileenmere 260th for the 1941 
shows at which Ravenswood may exhibit. 
Mr. Leachman thinks he has a real prospect, 
and who doesn’t? Cattle, that is well bred 
good cows and outstanding herd bulls care- 
fully managed by an interested and capable 
herdsman can go a long ways. We think 
that is what Ravenswood will do. 

Let’s go back a bit to some of the cows 
that were included in the Ravenswood pur- 
chase. In all a dozen daughters of Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th were purchased.

That Lead to Oklahoma and on to Texas Plains Country

We had a number of tours and meetings 
scheduled for Oklahoma during the week of 
July 16th to 21st. However, for many rea- 
sons most of them were cancelled or post- 
poned. The Oklahoma State picnic and bar- 
becue was postponed because of the sale of 
the Bates herd of cattle. The picnic was to 
be on the Bates farm. But in spite of these 
cancellations, we were able to hold two very 
good tours in Oklahoma. 

The first of these was the Tulsa County 
tour of the herds in the vicinity 
of Tulsa, Oklahoma. Several of 
the top cattle in sales during the 
past two years have gone to 
breeders who live in or near 
Tulsa. I was particularly anx- 
ious to see the kind of places 
these good cattle were going to, 
and also to see the kind of care 
they were receiving. Mr. For- 
rest Beall, Live Stock Extension 
Man for Oklahoma, with Mr. 
Moyer, the Tulsa County Agent, 
had arranged a tour for the 
Tulsa breeders, on Friday, July 
18th. Several of the business 
men in Tulsa, who own farms 
but who have no cattle, joined 
the tour and I am sure that one 
or two of them will be breeding 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
near future. 

Our first stop of the day was 
at the Jay P. Walker, Angus 
Valley Farms, five miles south- 
west of Sand Springs, Oklahoma. Mr. 
Walker is really building a beautiful place. 
The buildings are all new, fences all in good 
shape, and the yards almost perfect. Sev- 
eral of you breeders will remember that 
Mr. Walker bought his first Aberdeen-An- 
gus females in the Sunbeam sale of 1940. 
He bought twenty very good heifers in 
this sale and then purchased Blackcap 
Revolution B. 9th to mate to them. He was 
back again at the 1941 Sunbeam sale and 
added a few more choice females. He also 
purchased a few in the Kershaw sale this 
spring, and bought eleven of the top fe- 
males in the recent Lonjac dispersion sale. 
Today he has over forty females of breed- 
ing age, with several younger heifers com- 
ing on. He and his farm manager, Mr. Ray 
Hardesty are really trying to build one of 
the top Aberdeen-Angus herds in the south- 
west. I believe they have started right and 
I am sure that in a very short time other 
breeders will be meeting this herd in the 
show ring. These fellows are fitting a few 
young things for the Oklahoma shows this 
year, and they really look nice. 

Mr. H. L. Corbett, whose farm is south- 
east of Tulsa, bought his first Aberdeen- 
Angus females from Howard Rutledge, of 
Fairland, Oklahoma, in 1939. Most of these 
were of Fullerton breeding. His present 
herd bull is Blueblood of Page, bred by the 
Hartley Stock Farm. He has twenty-seven 
females in the herd today, and he is quite 
anxious to build a really top herd. He feels, 
however, that he does not know enough 
about cattle. and is waiting until he can hire 
a really good cattleman, before stepping out 
and purchasing a few better cattle. 


One of the newest and prettiest places we 
visited was the farm of Mr. C. W. Cotton, 
eight miles south of Tulsa. Mr. Cotton pur- 
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chased fourteen cows and a bull from J. F. 
Pfeiffer in the fall of 1940. He also bought 
two very good cows in the recent Lonjac 
sale. He has been spending a lot of time 
fixing up the farm, building barns, fences, 
etc., and is just now stepping into the Aber- 
deen-Angus picture. We will hear more 
from him later on. 

One of the best and most uniform groups 
of cows that we saw on the tour, was the 
group on the Ed Schermerhorn farm, five 
miles south of Tulsa. Mr. 
Schermerhorn, originally a 
Minnesotan, came to Okla- 
homa a couple of years ago. 
He had bred Aberdeen-Angus 
for several years in Minne- 
sota and decided that he could 
not keep away from them, 
even though he moved to an- 
other state. So, in the fall 
of 1940, he selected twenty- 
five of the good cows from 
his Minnesota herd and ship- 
ped them to Oklahoma. They 
really looked good. All of 
them carried plenty of depth, 
were straight, breedy look- 
ing and about as uniform a 
bunch as one would expect to 
see anywhere. There were 
several very good calves at 
foot sired by a Hartley bred 
bull, at present, however, 
there is no herd bull on the 
Oklahoma farm. Mr. Scher- 
merhorn is another breeder who wants to 
build a really top herd, but who has been 
having trouble in getting a capable cattle 
man to take charge. 

Mr. Fred Reusch, who lives in Tulsa, and 
owns a farm at Oologah, has been breeding 
cattle longer than any of the other breeders 
we visited. I believe he bought his first 
cows in 1936 from S. C. Fullerton, of Miami, 
Oklahoma. Since then he has added two or 
three from the Kershaw herd at Muskogee. 
Today he has thirty-seven good cows with 
two good herd bulls, one a son of Revolu- 
tion of Sunbeam, and the other a very good 
son of Revolution 81st. The calves by each 
of these bulls looked very good. He is fit- 
ting a summer yearling heifer sired by the 
Sunbeam bull that would make it tough for 
a lot of the breeders in the large shows. 


McIntosh County Tour. 

Saturday, July 19th, we had a short tour 
in McIntosh County. Some of the older 
herds in the state are located in this county, 
most of them near Eufaula. Our first stop 
on Saturday was at the Little €Weeks farm 
six miles north of Eufaula. These men start- 
ed with a few females purchased from Mr. 
Kershaw in 1936. They have only eleven 
mature cows in the herd today, but Dr. 
Little stated that the Aberdeen-Angus had 
made him money every year since he had 
owned his first one. Their present herd 
sire is a grandson of Revolution 100th. 

R. L. Simpson, Jr., one mile north of 
Eufaula, is the youngest and newest breeder 
in the county, and is perhaps the most pro- 
gressive. He bought his first Aberdeen- 
Angus females in 1937 from “uncle” John 
Simpson and from Mr. Kershaw. He has 
twenty-six good cows in the herd today. His 
herd bull is of Blackcap Revolution breed- 


ing, and is siring some ver 
Young Bob keeps his cattle . pave! — 
and they in turn make money for him” 
John Simpson, who lives right in th 
town of Eufaula, is perhaps the oldest aloe 
er of Aberdeen-Angus in Oklahoma Many 
of the prominent herds in the southwest t, 
day trace their foundation to the John 
Simpson herd. Today Mr. John has onl 
twenty-six cows. His herd bull is a Muske. 
gee Marshall bred bull that Mr. Simpson 
bought in the 1940 Oklahoma City Sale 
He was consigned by Clifford Goodrich of 
Columbus, Kansas, and was the top beef 
bull sold during the entire week. | think 
he is a very good bull, and his first calves 
look as though he will be a breeding bull 
Boyd Hansboro, fourteen miles west of 
Eufaula has only twenty registered cows 
Most of these carry the Fullerton breeding. 
He has five hundred commercial cows. 
though, that looked good to me. He feeds 
most of his own calves out each year, and 
on several occasions he has topped the large 
live stock markets of the southwest. 


Down Texas Way. 


On Tuesday, July 22d, I made a hurried 
trip to the Essar Ranch, owned by Tom 
Slick, of San Antonio, Texas. Tommy 
Brook, of Brady, accompanied me, and we, 
together with Mr. Slick and his ranch mana- 
ger, Arthur MacArthur made a quick tour 
of the ranch. These fellows are really farm- 
ing in Texas, and I believe they are trying 
to make Essar Ranch the garden spot of the 
southwest. At present there are just seven- 
teen registered Aberdeen-Angus females in 
the herd. Most of these are heifers. I was 
anxious to see the Barbara heifer, daughter 
of Barbara Rosemere 100th and sired by 
Qualiteer, that topped the 1940 Sunbeam fe- 
male auction. She has really developed 
into one of the outstanding Aberdeen-Angus 
females of the breed. She is my idea of the 
correct type of female to start a herd with. 
Her March 1941 heifer calf sired by Black 
Prince of Sunbeam may be even better than 
she is, who knows? At least she looks very 
good now and with her breeding she can’t 
go wrong in many ways. The herd bull on 
the Essar Ranch is the junior champion, 
Master Page, bred by the Oklahoma A. & 
M. College. This bull is owned jointly by 
Mr. Slick and the Oklahoma College, and 
he has sired many of the good Aberdeen- 
Angus steers shown during the past two 
years by the College. Essar Ranch is also 
using a good two-year-old son of Evaxus of 
Page, bred by Oklahoma A. & M. 5 

The Texas Field Day and the Brook 
barbecue on Wednesday, July 23d, was our 
big day in the southwest. This was the 
date set for the Texas Aberdeen-Angus 
Field Day and Barbecue to be held on the 
Tommy Brook Ranch, ten miles south of 
Brady, Texas. Mr. Book, his charming wife 
and the men on the ranch had put forth 
every effort to make it a successful day. It 
dawned clear and bright, and that Texas 
sun was “bearing down”. Before twelve 
o’clock some two hundred and fifty people 
had registered at the gate. Breeders from 
all over the state were represented. The 
morning was spent in looking over a part 
of the seventy-five registered cows on the 
ranch, and a part of the commercial herd.

, idea of the method to be used in fit- 
ain wennline cattle is vastly different from 
the way I go about getting steers ready for 
as 8 age a a steer for one big show and 
have him ripe the week of the show, while 
we must keep our breeding cattle coming 
along every week and have them looking 
fresh, and showing bloom every week from 
the opening show until the show season ends. 

We have all seen cattle brought out for 
the first show that were looking tops but 
began to fade and go stale as the season 
wore on, while the cattle that looked only 
average at the beginning came along, week 
by week, to make inroads on the top herd of 
the early shows. By the International time 
the cattle that looked only average early in 
the season were on top at the pay-off show. 

The question in my mind is, why can’t a 
show herd be brought out in top condition 
and remain so throughout the show season? 
Of course, every year there are a few herds 
that are able to do this. We should give all 
the credit to the man that feeds these 

omy cattle. 
“i is the crop that we have the most of 
and it is only natural that we allow our 
show cattle to have about all they want of 
it. I wonder if it would not pay us well to 
sell our corn and put the money back in cir- 
culation by the purchasing of barley, bran, 
and a good protein feed? I prefer linseed 
meal, pea sized, and the old process. You 
may question why I make that statement. 
My answer is that a too strong corn ration 
puts on a hard fat that will imbed the ovar- 
ies of the females and so often cause the 
cows to be non or shy breeders. Then, do you 
prefer cattle that are smooth at the tail 
head and along the short ribs, or do you 
prefer cattle that are patchy at the tail 
head and rough along the loin edges? It is 
my belief that we will find that an excessive 
amount of corn in the ration is the major 
cause of these unsightly waste bits of fat. 

I have stated my thoughts on how cattle 
are not to be fed, so I suppose I am expect- 
ed to put on paper how I believe cattle 
should be fed and fitted throughout the year 
or for the duration of the show career of 
a beast. We usually find a cow or bull be- 
ing shown until they are nearing four years 
of age. 

When the calf is born, it should be left 
with its mother at all times, with the pos- 
sible exception of a few hours during the 
mid part of the day. It has been my ex- 
perience that young calves that are allowed 
to nurse only twice each day scour very 
readily due to being very hungry, and take 
too much milk at one nursing, or more than 
they can handle. 

When three or four weeks old, the calves 
should have access to a creep, with feed of 
equal parts of whole corn, whole oats, and a 
small amount of bran. After the calf is near 
four months old, as a rule, he will consume 
more milk than his mother will give, so I 
offer the calf a nurse cow. To get a calf up 
to a year old, fat condition and the quality 
of fat we like, I believe there is nothing 
that will do the job as well as plenty of 
milk. A calf that is getting all the milk he 
can take will consume very small portions of 
grain. 

At approximately six months of age, the 
bull and heifer calves should be separated. 
Barley should be added to the ration, re- 
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placing the corn to a large extent. The 
barley must be ground, crimped, or cooked. 
I prefer crimped barley in the summer and 
cooked barley through the winter months. 

While the calves are only a few months 
old, I have formed the practice of clipping 
the toes just a little. I have seen any num- 
ber of crooked hind legs that could have 
been prevented if the feet had received due 
attention while the animal was young. 

In the summer time I always darken my 
show barn by hanging burlap sacks over the 
windows, or any place that light may enter. 
It seems to me that a dark barn is cooler 
than an open barn. Near the first of June, 
I always blanket my cattle through the day. 
Some say that I retard the hair coat for the 
winter shows, but we cannot expect a long 
coat of hair for the summer shows so why 
not have a nice mellow hide and meat for 
the summer? Once it begins to turn cool, 
we can wet the animal down each day, and 
by turning them out at night so that they 
catch the frost on their hides, it is surpris- 
ing how fast we will have a long thick hair 
coat. I believe each animal should have a 
vigorous brushing every day. It has long 
been a practice of mine to straighten the 
hair with a soft brush before turning out 
or tying out at night. 

After separating the bulls and the heifers, 
I like to add a strong portion of linseed 
meal to the feed of the females, but not 
necessarily to that of the bulls. 

After an animal is over a year old we 
reach the danger point of him rolling or 
putting on fat in patches. At this age, I 
never permit an animal to have all the grain 
he wants, but prefer a slow gain of the 
proper quality and touch. 


| Fitting Breeding Cattle for the Shows 


Must be Cared for to Produce Bloom Throughout the Season 


After the winter shows, it is a good prac- 
tice to turn the older females out to a stalk 
field or let them run with the breeding herd 
and eat hay and silage with them until near 
the first of April, when feet should be 
trimmed and they be started on a grain ra- 
tion slowly and worked up to about all 
they will eat. I like to soak beet pulp with 
molasses and water to dampen my feed in 
the summer, but in the winter the moisture 
from the cooked barley and oats takes care 
of this problem. 

I believe the cattle should be fed three 
times each day after May Ist until the show 
season ends. Feed light for the morning 
meal, more at noon, and a big feed at night. 
I believe it pays to be regular in the hours 
at feeding and watering time, and never 
make any sudden changes in your ration. 
As a rule, each animal’s needs are slightly 
different and must be observed and handled 
accordingly. 

We must see that all the cattle have plen- 
ty of exercise and special attention must be 
given to the bull. It is all right to put a 
young bull in the lot with the two or three- 
year-old bull you are fitting, or put an iron 
barrel in the lot so that the bull will butt it 
around and get his exercise. 

Some people breed their females to calve 
along in February. By December they are 
showing more spread to their bodies from 
carrying the calf. 

I believe that if we treat our cattle and 
think of them as we do of humans, we would 
be able to show a smoother lot of cattle. We 
should never forget that regularity in any- 
thing pays dividends and the same applies 
to the care of cattle.

First of all one good reason for our cover 
subject is the natural beauty of the place 
itself. Another very good reason is the 
manner in which Mr. C. L. Hardwick, owner 
of Hardwick Farms, has taken advantage 
of that natural beauty to make it 
most attractive. A third and very 
important reason for the cover as it 
appears is that one of the great fe- 
males of the breed was purchased and 
now takes her place in a most ex- 
cellent herd of breeding cattle. 

Some years ago, Mr. C. L. Hard- 
wick first saw what is now nationally 
known as Hardwick Farms. There 
was no such dwelling house on the 
farm, the buildings, if any, were such 
as might be found on most run-down 
farms. There was no artificial lake 
such as can be seen in the picture ap- 
pearing on this page and on the cover. 
There was, however, a_ beautiful 
spring, flowing out from a hill side, 
and it was the spring that Mr. C. L. 
Hardwick purchased. At least that 
is what he states, for he claims they 
sold him the spring and “threw in” 
the farm. Be that as it may, he has 
one of the grandest locations that we 
have seen, and the farm that was 
“thrown in’ has become a real pro- 
ducing farm, the cattle that he has 
purchased have become the nucleus 
for one of the great herds of the 
breed.

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Prestwould tom of Newly Founded Virginia Herd 


By Fred Hahne 


Building a breeding herd of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle was a business with 
Dr. and Mrs. John W. Price, Jr., owners of 
Prestwould near Clarksville, Virginia. When 
the Journal learned that a foundation herd 
had been purchased for Prestwould an invi- 
tation was extended Dr. Price inviting him 
to give a list of the cattle selected together 
with the reasons for making the selections 
that he had, and he immediately responded 
in this vein: 

“Some of my friends thought you and 
your subscribers would be interested in 
knowing how I went about buying my first 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. First I 
studied the extended pedigrees of most of 
the International grand champions since 
1910. As is the case in the production of 
fine live stock of all breeds, certain families 
and certain individuals in these families are 
more prepotent than others. In addition to 
this there are always certain breeders who 
are more outstanding in their ability to feed 
and develop the winners from these prepo- 
tent strains than others. They are the ones 
who produce the champions year after year. 

“My study soon led me to the conclusion 
that most of these prepotent strains which 
had been imported into this country from 
Scotland and Canada, had been derived 
primarily from two or three herds in Scot- 
land, but chiefly from the great Ballindal- 
loch herd, which I found upon further in- 
vestigation had held the preeminent spot in 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Scotland 
for a period of about eighty years, when the 
herd was dispersed in 1934. 

“My purpose was to buy the best typed 
individuals that I could afford, who were 
closely related to our International cham- 
pions and especially to the champions and 
champion producers in Scotland. How 
closely I came to realizing my object you 
may judge from my purchases. My first 


purchase was a bull and eight heifers from 
Mr. George K. Bailey, of Wickwire, Earle- 
ville, Maryland. 

“The bull, Kodiak of Wickwire, I value 
as being worth at least half the total value 
of the cows. He is a grandson of Romulum 


of Ballindalloch, and his dam is out of a 
daughter of Jorum of Ballindalloch. The 
third generation of this bull’s ancestors con- 
tains the names of only two individuals who

She is a 
daughter of the great producing 
bull, Grierson of Ballindalloch, by 
Jorum of Ballindalloch. Her dam is a grand- 
daughter of Pretorious of Mulben and Rose 
of Kinermony. This heifer is to be bred to 
Bemaster of Dalmeny, the imported bull 
owned by Mr. Bailey. This bull was bred by 
the Earl of Roseberry, Dalmeny Park, Ed- 
inburgh. He was Perth champion in 1936, 
Highland champion in 1939 and Royal cham- 
pion in 1939.

The similarity of the breed- 
ing of this great champion bull to that of 
the dam of Kodiak of Wickwire largely in- 
fluenced me in making his selection.”

Daughters of General of Ada, Black 
Bardolier 2d, Revolution 78th, and _ other 
good bulls will feature their domestic cat- 


tle. What should prove the real attractions 
of the sale will likely be found in the 
thirty head of Imported heifers.

inuing our comments started in the 
Pe eyes about the herds visited by Minne- 
sota Association President Ned Brown, 
Earle Eikmeier and your Secretary, all three 
of us were agreed that one of the sturdiest 
chunks of young Aberdeen-Angus bull that 
we saw on the trip was one of the pair 
which is being offered by Emil Travland at 
Alden. Mr. Travland started his herd just 
three years ago with foundation animals 
coming from the Oelke herd at Blue Earth 
and the Byron McGregor & Sons herd at 
Mapleton. Queen Mothers and_ Blackcaps 
are the cow families represented and while 
the herd is still small, Mr. Travland is giv- 
ing them very good care and developing his 
calves out nicely. He plans to grow into 
the business and carry as large a herd as his 
farm will support. 

J. Ivan Sample, of Spring Valley, showed 
us one of the good herd bulls that we found 
on the trip. His herd bull Revolution Black- 
man, is by Glencarnock Revolution 6th and 
out of one of the good Blackcap Empress 
cows, by Brevier 3d. Revolution Blackman 
was bred by I. E. Kemp, Marion, Iowa, and 
has not been defeated in the local shows in 
Southeastern Minnesota. Ivan is consigning 
to the Blue Earth sale a good June year- 
ling bull and two heifers from his show 
herd, one of them a junior yearling and the 
other a summer yearling. This herd was 
started with foundation females of the Bar- 
bara, Pride and Enchantress Erica families 
purchased from Campbell Brothers and Rad- 
datz Brothers at Utica, and Ivan has built 
the herd up to twenty-five cows and is still 
planning on increasing his herd. 


It was after dark before we reached Le 
Roy, Minnesota, and we found Raymond Pe- 
ters busy at a night welding school being 
conducted there; but he was excused long 
enough to take us out to the farm and show 
us his cattle. Raymond is just a few years 
out of 4-H club work and was one of the 
successful feeders in Mower County, Min- 
nesota, which for years has had the largest 
baby beef enrollment of any Minnesota 
County. He started his herd eight years 
ago with a heifer purchased for the 4-H 
pure bred beef heifer club at about the time 
the pure bred heifer work was started in 
Minnesota. His first heifer was purchased 
from Clark Rivers and additional foundation 
females were purchased from M. C. Will- 
ford at Canton, Minnesota. Two young bulls 
and a summer yearling heifer make up his 
consignment and they were in good condi- 
tion when we saw them and he planned to 
bring them along in order to present them 
in nice shape at the sale. Raymond has built 
his herd up to twenty-five head now and 
would like to increase the herd in size but 
like so many young men of his age, he must 
make his plans with an eye to Uncle Sam’s 
needs. 

We started our Thursday visits with a 
call on our old friend M. C. Willford at Can- 
ton. Mr. Willford is undoubtedly one of the 
oldest Aberdeen-Angus breeders in the 
country, having started with pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle over fifty years ago. 
While apparently still enjoying good health, 
the advancing years have made it necessary 
to cut down his operations and he has re- 
tired from active farming, but keeps his Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cows out on shares, bringing 
his share of the calf crop to town each fall 
to fit for his customers. During the dark 
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days of the early ’20’s for pure bred cattle- 
men, Mr. Willford was one of the most act- 
ive Aberdeen-Angus men in the Northern 
part of the corn belt, sending a show herd 
out year after year covering North and 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Northern Iowa. Nearly a dozen animal hus- 
bandry students from the University were 
employed at one time or other by Mr. Will- 
ford. Delmar H. La Voi now of the Nation- 
al Live Stock and Meat Board, Dalton Long 
who in recent years has showed many of 
the best Belgians in the country for Boul- 
derbridge and Sugar Grove Farms, and your 
Secretary are some of those former stu- 
dents still connected with the live stock in- 
dustry whose interests in good live stock 
were stimulated to no little extent by Mr. 
Willford’s enthusiasm. 


From Canton we crossed the state line in- 
to Iowa and called on R. M. Miller, one of 
the oldest breeders in that section who for 
years has maintained a big herd with blood 
lines, type and quality above reproach. After 
looking over the cattle around the buildings, 
we persuaded Mr. Miller to go with us to 
find the Wold herd down below Spring 
Grove, Minnesota. 


The P. A. Wold & Sons herd is another 
good herd started as a result of the junior 
members’ interest in 4-H Club work. The 
4-H heifers which the boys bought from Mr. 
Miller ten years ago have developed into a 
major enterprise on that farm with the herd

now numbering about forty-five’ head. 
Prides, Queen Mothers, Blackbirds, and El- 
ba Ericas are represented. Their present 
herd bull is a son of General of Ada, and is 
doing a very nice job on the good cows in 
the Wold herd. The territory in which the 
Wolds live is rather rough with many wood- 
ed hills and their Aberdeen-Angus cows are 
utilizing the roughage produced in this type 
of terrain. In addition to the regular farm- 
ing enterprises, the Wolds operate a saw 
mill and do considerable custom work. From 
the show herd which will cover Southeastern 
Minnesota this fall, the Wolds are fitting a 
yearling bull and yearling heifer for the 
Blue Earth sale and both of them are good 
enough to give considerable trouble to any 
competition that they may encounter. 


Professor W. H. Peters, President of the 
Animal Husbandry Division at University 
Farm, St. Paul, has consented to serve as 
judge of the show of sale cattle at 10:00 A. 
M. September 30th, at the Blue Earth, Min- 
nesota Fair grounds.

In a previous issue I told of a visit to 
Mr. F. W. Whitehead’s farm, and I also 
talked of that visit several times to Dad, but 
knowing me as he does am afraid he thought 
the mere fact the airport was located on this 
farm was my main reason for feeling that 
all I saw was so excellent.

of August 4-9, when ten Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding herds assembled for competition. 
Nine states were represented in this show- 
ing and the ringside which was bigger than 
ever around the Aberdeen-Angus exhibition 
was even more pleased than at any time in 
the history of this show with the splendid 
array of Bonnie Blacks that paraded before 
Judge J. Charles Yule, for their respective 
ratings. This would

tle, and fat steers as 
well, one of these 
days soon for this 
show draws from an 
exceptionally wide 
area of real cattle 
country where Aber- 
deen - Angus thrive 
as does no other 
breed.

The competition & 
wasexceedingly . 
keen in all classes, 
the first of which 
was headed by three 
aged bulls. It was 
young Tommy 
Smart of Missouri 
who proudly led Bel- 
mont S. 3d into the arena to head the class 
of eight two year old bulls, and still more 
proudly entered and led out with the pur- 
ples for the senior and grand champion- 
ships. Pierce’s Woodlawn Farms, of IIli- 
nois, had won the aged bull class with 
Blendmere Woodlawn; they came back to 
take the blue in the senior yearling section 
with ten showing. This time with Wood- 
lawn 43d. They likewise took away the blue 
in the class of ten junior yearling bulls with 
Ennoble’s Pridemere. That was three out of 
four for the Illinois herd. 

Otto V. Battles, of Yakima, Washington, 
stopped the boys in the summer yearling 
show of nine head with Barbarian of Rose- 
mere 157th, and Otto G. Nobis, of Wilton 
Farms, Wilton Junction, Iowa, headed the 
class of ten bull calves with Bandolier 20th 
of Wilton, who was good enough to be made 
junior champion bull of the show. Pierce 
won both the five and three bull groups of 
seven and nine entries respectively with ex- 
cellent groups in splendid condition. Otto 
Nobis topped the two bull group bred and 
owned by exhibitor with a pair of pretty 
classy calves, and Otto Battles stood next 
in line with another attractive pair. 

Otto Battles, Rosemere Farms, captured 
the cow class of seven with Jerome’s Queen 
722A, who had developed wonderfully well 
since last season; she went on to the senior 
and grand championship positions as well. 
Ten strong two year olds paraded and the 
list was headed by the Pierce entry, the Ca- 
nadian bred Glenelg Heatherose 2d. Sawyer 
of South Dakota placed Blackcap Lassie B. 
25th in second in the cow class and Nobis 
placed second in the two year old class with 
Bethel Katinka 4th. Fourteen senior year- 
ling heifers made a wonderful showing for 
the breed.

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Kentucky

On Thursday, July 31st, Kentucky breed- 
ers and friends of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
gathered at Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Quisen- 
berry’s Hill Crest Farm located a few miles 
from Winchester. The picnic was the first 
of what is hoped will be an annual summer 
get-together of Kentucky breeders. It 
should be stated that this picnic and barbe- 
cue was sponsored by the Kentucky Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association, and that 
the association furnished the beef and some 
of the other food. 

Although we didn’t make an actual count 
of those present, there must have been in 
attendance upwards of three hundred, which 
we consider a very good sized crowd. 
Especially is that true when we recall the 
summer of 1937, when the Kentucky asso- 
ciation was formed and we had about forty 
present for that meeting. 

We arrived about eleven o’clock, thanks 
be to Mr. Thomas “Tom” Quisenberry, who 
has an adjoining farm to that of his father, 
Mr. J. H. Quisenberry. At the entrance was 
Mr. Julius G. Clark, making an unofficial 
check of the visitors, for the purpose of 
giving the ladies preparing the luncheon, 
some idea as to the number for whom to 
prepare plates. 


Already many were present, walking 
through the barns, visiting nearby pastures 
and inspecting the herd bulls. Some of the 
neighbor breeders had brought in a few cat- 
tle. For it was planned to hold some inform- 


al judging contests, with classes for steers, 
heifers, cows and young bulls. 

About noon the cry went out that the 
barbecued beef was ready for the takers. 
Little time was lost in getting into the line 
that formed. In charge of the barbecueing 
was Mr. Russell White of Pine Grove, Ken- 
tucky. Mr. White has a few cows and his 
boys have been doing a grand job of feed- 
ing steers for the great Louisville Fat Stock 
Show. We shall vote that Mr. White be 
delegated to again prepare the barbecue for 
the next picnic of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders in the state for he had the beef 
nicely done, with plenty of the meat juices 
retained in the meat. As to appetites we 
shall comment but little, for our own was 
such that we had little time to give to 
watching the others.

After buying our calf we must take pre- 
cautions that, when delivered, he is covered 
with a blanket and that there is a wind- 
break in front of him if he is delivered by 
truck. We often see calves that take pneu- 
monia from drafts or sudden changes in 
weather conditions, so it Is a good plan to 
inject the calf with a good serum early in 
its life and repeat at frequent intervals. 

The problem now is to get the calf started 
on a nurse cow. Offer the cow to him, but 
if he refuses to nurse the first time, as is 
often the case, put him in a stall and see 
that he does not have access to water or 
feed of any kind. Usually the calf will 
nurse after missing one feed but if not put 
him in the stall again and offer him the 
cow twice each day. I have had calves 
that would go several days before starting 


to nurse. 
Once he starts to nurse we can put feed 
before him consisting of equal parts of 
whole oats and whole shelled corn by meas- 
ure with a light sprinkling of bran over it. 
The object of the bran is that, as the calf is 
nosing around the feed box, the bran will 
stick to its nose and he will lick his nose 
and, in that way, get his first taste of feed. 
As soon as he begins to consume a good 
portion of feed, we must discontinue the 
bran as it is laxative and, with the milk he 
is getting, there is danger of bowel disturb- 
ance. A calf with a bad case of scours will 
lose weight rapidly. The best cure for 
scours is to cut down on the amount of 
milk and feed, and give him some timothy 
hay. Once the scours are checked, work the 
calf back to his milk and feed gradually. 


Perhaps some of you wonder why I say 
feed whole grain to the young calf. A calf 
up until around six months of age, will 
crack his grain so you have no cost of 
grinding. I have found that young calves 
eating ground grain scour more readily and 
my explanation is that the fine grain gets 
into the stomach and is not acted upon by 
the digestive juices as readily as it should 
be and it sours in the stomach causing the 
loss of appetite and diarrhea to follow. 

Let the calf have all the milk he can take 
plus whole corn and oats before him all 
the time while the weather is cool. About 
the first of May, it is a good plan to change 
the ration gradually until the calf is get- 
ting equal parts of coarse ground corn, 
crimped barley, bran, and coarse ground 
oats, or have the oats crimped if convenient. 
Add to this feed all the pea sized linseed 
meal that the calf can handle, also a pinch 
of salt. Always mix the feed thoroughly. 
After it is mixed thoroughly, add a little 
water that has blackstrap molasses dissolv- 
ed in it, and pour over the dry feed until it 
is Just moist. Feed this ration three times 
each day, just the amount the calf will clean 
up within a half hour. After he has had his 
grain, feed him a handful of dry hay. I 
prefer prairie, or a good grade of timothy, 
with a light mixture of clover. 

_I have talked with many youngsters and 
visited the homes of others to find that the 
hay racks before the calves were full of 
new mown hay and the calf would be stand- 
ing there eating it by the pounds and I 
could almost see his middle expand. If this 
is kept up for long, the calf will consume 
but very little grain and, at the same time, 
he will show a paunch that will cut down on

his dressing percentage. After eating dry 
feed all winter, the calf will like the green 
hay better than his dry feed but, unfort- 
unately, very little gain will be registered 
from the consumption of the hay. 

Boys and girls, if any of you have a large 
bunch of hay before your calf, take it away 
from him and feed it by the handful three 
times each day. 

We must keep the calf well bedded and 
clean by the use of the brush and comb. I 
believe an animal should have a vigorous 
brushing every day. 

In most states the calves must be off of 
their nurse cows by the first of April and, 
in that case, we must add more protein to 
our ration in the form of linseed meal. Nev- 
er use ground oil meal in the summer 
months as it will become wet from the 
calves slobbers and stick to the feed bunk 
and sour when it is hot. It is also a pop- 
ular hangout for flies. 

In the summer months, I like to have wat- 
er before the calf all the time. 

About the first of June, darken the barn 
by putting sacks over the windows, and 


make a blanket from sacks for the calf. A 
blanket protects the calf from flies, dirt, 
and tends to sweat the calf somewhat, which 
improves the handling quality of the steer. 

The calf should be broke to lead and to 
pose while very young as he is much easier 
handled. 

For the summer show, the steer will most 
likely be shown smooth, or perhaps curled 
on the hind quarters. Of course, the calf 
must be washed several times and, if he is 
white, no oil can be added to his hair coat 
as it will stain the hair. If he is any other 
color, he may be oiled with a spray and then 
rubbed with an oily cloth. Flannel cloth is 
best. There are many mixtures used for 
oiling the hair coat but one I have found 
to be very good is three parts of olive oil 
and one part of kerosene by measure. 

After it begins to get cool and the flies 
have gone, it is a good practice to turn the 
ealf out all the time. Let him have the 
run of a small lot. 

We want to encourage a heavy coat of

Aberdeen-Angus were very much repre- 
sented at the North Montana State Fair 
during the first week in August. In faet 
so many Aberdeen-Angus cattle were ex. 
hibited that it was rather difficult to find 
stall space for a large part of them. Ten 
herds were exhibited, representing nine dif- 
ferent states, with a total of 142 head of 
breeding cattle. This was the largest Aber-

The exhibitors were all good 
sports and with a little cooperation we 
finally got the show started. 

The championships were divided four 
ways and represented four states. Senior 
and grand champion bull went to the ex- 
tremely thick, short legged, two year old,

It is rather difficult to estimate how much 
good any one bull can do in breed improve- 
ment, or in influencing the breeding herds in 
any one section. There are many herd 
bulls, many herd bulls with 
great show records, yet, we 
find a comparatively small 
number that exert any great 
influence on the breed as a 
whole. The reason likely is 
that despite the number of 
good bulls, individually, few 
are really great sires. A great 
sire in our mind is a bull, 
whose get is not only able to 
win in major competition, but 
whose get, and we refer espec- 
ially to the sons of the sire, is 
able to go on and sire more 
great winning cattle. 

In the state of Michigan 
there is one such a bull. At 
least such is our impression of 
Bandolier of Anoka, senior 
herd sire at Mr. William E. 
Scripps’ Wildwood Farms at 
Lake Orion, Michigan. Bando- 
lier of Anoka was bred by Ed- 
wards Brothers of Watford, 
Ontario, Canada.

Just what the reason for this 
quite universal feeling is we 
do not know. It might be that 
the average breeder feels that 
if he buys and uses a bull bred 
by a neighbor that he will be 
giving that neighbor too much 
publicity. Jealousy, perhaps in 
a mild form. That’s another 
interesting fact that with re- 
gard to Bandolier of Anoka, 
the Scripps’ herd sire, for his 
sons, many of them his best 
ones are to be found in Mich- 
igan heading very creditable 
herds. It could be the sales 
persuasion of Mr. Sidney 
Smith, yet we know different- 
ly. For many Michigan breed- 
ers return to Wildwood each 
time they seek a new herd 
bull. There must be good rea- 
son for their actions, and we 
think that reason to be the fact 
that Bandolier of Anoka has 
had several good _ breeding 
sons, and these breeders recog- 
nizing that fact, go back there 
to secure more of this bull’s 
blood which many are concen- 
trating into their herds. It is 
interesting to us to note that

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of the forty-nine head sold in the 1941 
Michigan sale, nineteen of them or more 
than 38% carried some of the blood of Ban- 
dolier of Anoka in their veins.

In just how many other states, sons or 
grandsons of Bandolier of Anoka may be in 
service is hard to state, but that his influ- 
ence is being felt in the breed cannot be 
denied. The Journal wishes there were 
many more herd sires doing the same kind 
of splendid service as this senior herd sire 
at Wildwood. An interested breeder can and 
should learn a good lesson from the com- 
ments made about Bandolier of Anoka. That 
is of course that once you find the kind of 
a herd sire that seems to sire top cattle, 
keep him and buy females good enough to 
afford him the chance to be a real breed 
improver. Another thing in buying a bull, 
study his record if he has been exhibited, 
study his pedigree and find out what his 
ancestors did as show cattle and as breed- 
ing cattle. It is well known that a good 
son of a good show bull will always sell for 
more money than a good son of a bull with 
no show record.

by Gay Qummen ~~ What the Purchase of Great Bulls has done to Virginia Herds 


outstanding show and breeding bulls, bulls 
that are making excellent breeding records. 
We may overlook some of the bulls that 


Back in 1936 the average Virginia Aber- 
deen-Angus herd was more or less unknown. 
More than likely the average Virginia herd 
was far from the high standard of the 
breeding herds to be found in the state to- 
day. It is for two reasons that we have 
chosen to write a few lines about what bul's, 
the addition of the best ones have done to 
Virginia Aberdeen-Angus cattle. First, it 
serves to prove that in a very short period 
of time, five years, good bulls can work a 
great change for the better. Second to 
point out to breeders in and out of Virginia, 
that the only way to build and improve 
— is to find, buy and use the best herd 

ulls. 

There may have been a time when one or 
two Virginia breeders had the bulk of the 
state’s bull business, but that time has now 
passed. For in Virginia today are many 


have and are doing good service. But we 
shall, we think, prove by mentioning a few 
of the great bulls purchased by Virginia 
breeders, that much progress has_ been 
made, and that the bulls are for the most 
part responsible for or should be credited 
with that progress. 

The first of the bulls that went to Vir- 
ginia at a top price, was Enfileen’s Bando- 
lier 2d. He was selected by Colonel James 
B. Dillard at the 1936 International Sale. 
Colonel Dillard was forced to pay, what was 
for that year, a record price, $1,300.00, and 
even today with prices much higher, that 
is a good price to pay for a herd bull. The 
calves at Winton Farm sired by Enfileen’s 
Bandolier 2d have been such a grand lot

The “big news” of 1937 was the early 
news, for it was in the January issue of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal that we reported 
the purchase of Epponian of Rosemere &th 
to head the Broadview herd at Warrenton. 
Just how much good the bull has already 
done to improve Virginia herds is not within 
our ability to venture a guess. He has done 
much good. Many of his sons are now doing 
splendid service in many herds both in Vir- 
ginia and in other states. Just what he 
cost in dollars and cents was never public 
information. Whether it was ten thousand 
or more, he has sired sons (several have 
sold for more than a thousand) that have 
more than paid the bill. Most of his daugh- 
ters were retained for the herd, and are 
now at LeBaron, Canterbury Farm, Warren- 
ton, which organization bought the entire 
herd early in July. Epponian of Rosemere 
8th has consistently stamped his calves with 
a lot of his excellent qualities, those quali- 
ties that made him an International grand 
champion. Epponian of Rosemere &th was 
the first International grand champion bull 
to come to Virginia to head an Aberdeen- 
Angus herd. He has not the distinction, 
anymore, of being the only one, for two 
more are in Virginia now.

Again in 1940, good bulls were added to 
Virginia’s rapidly growing number of Aber- 
deen-Angus herds. At the 1940 Internation- 
al, Mr. John L. Clark, owner of Hollyfield 
Farm at Manquin went to J. Garrett Tolan’s 
and selected Eileenmere 310th, a first prize 
winner at the American Royal and a son of 
Eileenmere 85th and out of a daughter of 
Eileenmere 32d. It is, of course a bit early 
to have seen his calves, but with his back- 
ground of bloodlines, and his individuality, 
he should sire many good calves at this 
Virginia farm. About the same time, Holly- 
field added Edellor 45th of Page by Revolu- 
tion of Page 11th and out of one of the very 
good producing Hartley Edella cows. 

Soon after Burgess General of Ada had 
won his class as an aged bull for H. W. 
Sawyer and Son of South Dakota, he was 
purchased jointly by Messrs. Frank Arm- 
strong, Banco and Charles T. Neale of Gor- 
donsville. That this bull should sire top 
cattle is not to be doubted, for he is by 
General of Ada, in our mind an outstanding 
breeding bull. 

One of the most impressive bulls to be 
added to a Virginia herd in 1940 was 
General Blackcap of Lonjac. He was pur- 
chased at a rather substantial price by Mr. 
Walter S. Fox and his manager for High- 
lands. General Blackcap of Lonjac is ex- 
ceptionally smooth, excellently headed, com- 
pact, strong topped and whether he is com- 
ing toward you or walking away from you 
impresses you with the often-looked-for- 
and-not-too-often-found style that we like 
to see in a herd bull. His early calves at 
Highlands look the part of real comers. 

Despite the numbers of impressive bulls, 
bulls with great records that had been 
bought and had been placed in service dur- 
ing 1936, 1937, 1938, 1939 and 1940, the 
year 1941 will witness or record many more, 
many exceptionally great bulls being added 
to head Virginia herds. 


It was April 3d, 1941 at Lee’s Summit, 
Missouri, when the Lonjac herd was being 
dispersed that a Virginian, Mr. Edward 
Jenkins of Millwood decided to really buy 
a bull, as well as many great females. 
When the bids were asked on General 6th 
of Page, it was to be my job to buy the

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- another breeder. But despite the 
- ws several hundreds of dollars more 
than I was planning to go or had stated 
that I would bid, the great young bull, al- 
ready a great young sire, General 6th of 
Page went to Red Gate Farm at a price of 
$4200.00. Just a minute or two later, his 
sire, General of Page was bought by Mr. 
Jenkins at $2,800.00 and he was ten years 
of age. Which will, over a few years, prove 
the better breeding bull cannot be stated 
now. Both should do a good job for there 
are upwards of two hundred breeding fe- 
males at Red Gate, and a large number of 
these are far superior to the average cow 
herd in the state of Virginia or elsewhere. 
In May a few days before his record 
breaking sale, where fifty head averaged 
almost a thousand dollars a head, J. Garrett 
Tolan sold or we should state, permitted 
Colonel A. E. Peirce and his manager, Mr. 
L. L. Little to buy Eileenmere 260th at 
$15,000.00, a record price for an Aberdeen- 
Angus bull in many years. Eileenmere 
260th was and is considered by many to be 
one of the top candidates for International 
honors in 1941. It was late in July that we 
last had a look at him, and he quite fills 
the bill as an ideal Aberdeen-Angus bull. 
What he will do as a sire is hard to state, 
but we know many a breeder who would 
enjoy breeding his best cows to this great 
son of Eileenmere 85th, the 1935 Interna- 
tional grand champion. J. Garrett Tolan 
thought enough of him to breed the bull to 
a number of his best females, females from 
whom he had been getting great calves 
sired by Eileenmere 85th. Just a few weeks 
later we learned that Colonel Peirce and 
Mr. Little had again stepped out, this time 
to take for another $15,00.00, the 1939 In- 
ternational grand champion bull, Envious 
Blackeap B. 6th and with him a great young 
son, Erian B. 5th, who has a full sister, 
Frianna B. 6th, who was the 1940 Interna- 
tional grand champion female, and a half 
sister, Erianna B. 2d who was the 1937 In- 
ternational grand champion female. So to- 
day, Virginia has in service three Interna- 
tional grand champion bulls, and many first 
prize bulls. 


The significant thing is that these breed- 
ers have been adding females of the same 
calibre, which will but more quickly assure 
them the success they are trying to get and 
are so well accomplishing. 

Virginia may have more International 
grand champions. Ravenswood plans _ to 
show Eileenmere 260th at Chicago. Le- 
Baron plans to show Epponian 6th of Broad- 
view at Chicago. Both are great prospects. 
They may not win, but they will be seen,

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Come to Maryland for Quality 


wx.a.cun A Review of the Growth of Aberdeen-Angus Since February, 193] 


The Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association was launched February 21, 
1931, and is, accordingly, celebrating its 
tenth birthday this year. There weie an 
even dozen Maryland breeders around the 
luncheon board in the Lord Baltimore Hotel 
the day it was formed. And the same dozen 
men, with the exception of one since de- 
ceased, are still breeding Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. Furthermore, their number has been 
multiplied more than a dozen times until 
now there are in Maryland over 200 breed- 
ers owning five or six thousand Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle. 

There is probably not a more active asso- 
ciation in the country. The state is small 
and breeders see each other often. They 
work for their Association and they work 
for the breed. The personal or private in- 
terests are always in the background when 
something comes up for the good of the 
cause. Every breeder in Maryland makes 
it his business to push Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. This he does day and night, at home 
or in gatherings. And here is a sketch of 
what can happen over a period of ten brief 
years when a bunch of enthusiastic breeders 
pull together and keep eternally at it. 


1931. We start off at this point with a 
brief inventory of what we have. The late 
George W. Mobley, Laytonsville, had a pure 
bred herd of thirty-five cows which he had 
started in the early twenties. Shortly fol- 
lowing his death in 1937 the herd was dis- 
persed, going mostly into neighboring herds. 

Mr. M. C. Sherman, Bennetts Point, 
Queenstown, had twenty or twenty-five 
cows which he had accumulated, starting 
about 1927. 

Mr. George K. Bailey, Wickwire, Earle- 
ville, was barely under way, having bought 
his first females only a year or two before. 
The Towsons, A. L., Sr. and A. L., Jr., had 
a commercial cow herd of twenty head at 
Smithsburg. The Shirleys, J. W., Sr. and 
J. W., Jr., Chartley, Reisterstown, had 
bought a couple of females in the early 
twenties which had increased to ten or 
twelve head. Mr. James Clark, Ellicott 
City was running—and still does—around 
100 head of commercial cows. Mr. Dean 
Bedford, Fallston had just secured twenty- 
heifers from Briarcliff. Mr. R. B. Rench, 
Hagerstown, Mr. E. R. Shriver, Emmits- 
burg, and Mr. J. A. Deal, Hampstead, each 
had commercial cow herds numbering fif- 
teen of twenty head. And here the sum- 
mary abruptly ends, with perhaps a hundred 
pure bred cows and a slightly larger num- 
ber of commercial cows in the hands of this 
small group of men. All of these men were 
present at the first meeting. Mr. W. Alan 
McGregor, then of Pine Plains, New York, 
and K. A. Clark were there. Mr. Sherman 
was elected the first president. Things 
were beginning to happen. Before the year 
was over, Dr. Wm. H. Trail, of Rockville, 
bought cattle. His operations were mostly 
along commercial lines with about twenty- 
five cows, and have continued to the present 
time. In October the first combination sale 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever held in 
Maryland was held in connection with the 
Baltimore Live Stock Show. It sounds 
funny now but it was dead serious then— 
there were six cattle in the sale. They 
brought an average of $185.00. Mr. Pem- 
broke Thom, Cockeysville, bought a bull, his 
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first purchase, in that sale and made a start. 
He was from the Briarcliff consignment of 
three head which had accompanied their 
steers to the show. Subsequently Mr. Thom 
added thirty-five cows to his herd. Then 
he sold his farm and quit. Then he bought 
another farm and went at it again, he still 
today maintains his usual number, about 
thirty-five head. But that is another story. 
We come to the end of our 1931 chapter 
with most of our history not in the past but 
still in the future. 


1932. This year saw some important de- 
velopments. Andelot Stock Farms, Worton, 
had come under the management of Mr. W. 
Alan McGregor. He headed West in March 
and bought females, 200 head of them. 
Space does not permit anything even ap- 
proaching a full account of the activities of 
this firm during the past nine years. Briefly 
they have supplied eighty-seven new breed- 
ers with foundation cattle. They have sold 
1570 head of pure bred breeding cattle all 
over the eastern half of the United States 
and to one foreign country. Today the 2600 
acre Andelot farm is fully stocked with over 
500 registered females which are headed by 
a powerful herd bull battery including An- 
delot Edictor, Esquire of Bordulac, Andelot 
Prince Quality, Glencarnock Buxton, Ande- 
lot Midictor and others. 

The Cockade herd owned by Mr. B. V. 
Flannery, Darlington, was established dur- 
ing the year. The original twenty females 
have increased to fifty or sixty. The herd 
is headed by Revolution of Page 36th. All 
the heifer calves have been Bang vaccinated 
for years, and with excellent results. 

Mr. W. S. Stowell, Spring Cove Farm, 
Centreville, bought his first cows. He keeps 
about fifteen head, not many but they are 
good ones and his farm is one of the tidiest, 
best kept and productive to be found any- 
where. 

Stabler Bros., Spencerville, went into the 
business with thirty head of pure bred but 
unregistered heifers. They bought a bull at 
the same time and have him still, each year 
selling their entire calf crop which have 
come to have a high reputation in the Balti- 
more market. 

Mr. DeCourcy Thom, Baltimore, owned 
Blakeford and began to stock it with grade 
black cows. The sudden passing of Mr. 
Thom shortly afterwards changed these 
plans, the herd was sold and the farm 
eventually became the property of Mr. 
George M. Moffett who has developed 
Blakeford into a great place on which we 
will comment later. 

Mr. Joseph F. Flannagan and Mr. H. G. 
Nelson are both of Monkton which is lo- 
cated in the horse country. Both laid in 
a few during the year as did Mr. J. H. F. 
Mayo, of West River, and Mr. Erwin Kin- 
auer, Cambridge. These herds are all still 
going and number around twenty to thirty 
cows each. 

A second consignment sale of eighteen 
head was held at Baltimore Live Stock 
Show time. It was made up of consign- 
ments from several Virginia and Maryland 
herds and averaged $96.11 per head. A 
large portion of the offering was calves just 
weaned. Cattle were cheap but Maryland- 
ers were beginning to like black cattle and 
go for them in a big way, at least big for 
a state that had been accustomed to feed- 


ing steers by the thousands bu i 

since the Civil War, had never ig 
time its beef cow herds could not be pec 
ed on the fingers of one hand. : 


1933. Our annual meeting was i 
February at the Olney Inn and we Per 
beef from an Aberdeen-Angus steer of Mr 
Bedford’s raising. It was delicious. Those 
at the meeting thought any man who could 
produce such beef must be a leader go we 
elected Mr. Dean Bedford president. Our 
day’s program had included visits to the 
nearby Stabler and Mobley herds. After 
lunch and the conclusion of the meeting we 
started out. It had been raining and every- 
thing was dripping and wringing wet, but 
the cattle had been made ready and go 
we went. The late Mr. Mobley was a great 
character. He was very proud of his cat- 
tle, practically lived with them and never 
tired of going through the fields looking at 
and talking to them. On these rounds he 
would often take a piece of twine which he 
invariably carried in his pocket and lead 
one of his favorites, especially if a friend 
was along, as nothing delighted him more 
than to be able to show off the good man- 
ners of his cattle. There will never be 
another quite like George Mobley. Nor one 
to do the Aberdeen-Angus cause more good 
then he did in his way. 

This is the year that Cremona Farm, 
Mechanicsville, started. The first group 
contained a dozen cows, among them Fan- 
nie Bess of Ada. She became the mother 
of Glencarnock Eric of Cremona, the 1940 
International grand champion bull. The 
Cremona herd now numbers 100 females 
headed by their champion bull and his sire.

3d. Cremona Farm is owned by General and 
Mrs. Howard C. Davidson and is managed 
by B. A. Rucker, Jr. 


Another herd to start in this period was 
Foster Bros., Glyndon. They maintained 
their herd for quite a few years, finally 
selling to neighbors who were starting herds 
and who have the cattle still. 

Mr. Bruce Campbell, Towson, started a 
commercial herd of fifty or sixty cows. He 
bought the farm for its valuable quarry, 
his business being road building. 

Mr. Jonathan Dorsey, Sykesville, started 
modestly with a pair of heifers. 

Mr. Donald K. Belt, Sykesville, engaged 
in the business with thirty commercial fe- 
males. 

This is the year that Monocacy Farms, 
owned by Mr. Dan Wight, Frederick, en- 
tered. Twenty-five cows direct from Glen- 
carnock constituted the foundation and 
along with them came Revolution 16th, a 
son of Blackcap Revolution. The grand 
champion pen of five steers at the 1939 and 
1940 Baltimore shows came from Monocacy 
as well as the individual 1940 grand champ- 
ion steer. The herd has increased and has 
been added to until it now numbers around 
200 females headed by Elvax of Page and 
Geneleric of Creswell. Cattle have been 
sold into many states, also to Cuba and 
Columbia in South America. A famous 
Percheron herd is also maintained. 

The third sale of pure bred cattle at the 
Baltimore Show included five bulls and 18 
females from the herds of Mr. M. C. Sher-

Our annual meeting, held in Jan- 
Phe attended by Secretary Tomhave 
who ‘nad come on from Chicago and by Mr. 
Wayland Hopley, of Atlantic, Iowa. They 
spent the day after the meeting looking at 
a number of herds. In the late afternoon 
they were passing through a stretch of 
Maryland’s good farming country when Mr. 
Hopley suddenly exc!aimed, “My Gawd, this 
looks just like Ioway.” Whatever it was 
that inspired this tribute it must have made 
Mr. Hopley feel right at home. 

Judge and Mrs. H. H. Hackney, Finks- 
burg, started their Cold Saturday herd in 
1934. It now contains around a hundred 
head and includes some of the highest pric- 
ed females that have been sold at auction 
in recent years. The sires now in use are 
Jock of Wheatland and Epponian 12th of 
Rosemere, full brother to the 1936 Chicago 
International champion. This herd has 
been a strong factor in the shows and sales. 

The Blode Corporation at Odenton start- 
ed a commercial herd. This firm operates 
a lot of land. They have made a specialty 
of fat steers for the Baltimore market and 
have made good at it. 

Mr. Royden Blunt, a Baltimore glass 
manufacturer, has a 400 acre farm at El- 
licott City and put a commercial herd of 
fifty cows on it during the year. 

Mr. R. D. Bonney at Elkton bought a few 
during the year and now has a dozen fe- 
males which he is increasing. 

Mr. M. Dunkerly, West Friendship, se- 
cured his first cattle during the year and 
promptly proceeded to develop one of the 
nicest little herds to be found anywhere. 
This herd has just recently been sold to Mr. 
B. A. Rucker, Sr., Delaplane, Virginia, and 
at the time of disposal contained twelve 
females and their nursing calves. 

In this year Maryland made the news 
headlines in great shape. Mr. George K. 
Bailey, Wickwire, Earleville, had by this 
time a herd of fifty cows. He had tasted 
of the game and liked it. He decided to go 
to Scotland and bring over a few. His im- 
portation of five head landed in October. 
It contained four in-calf heifers and the 
bull, Prince Benson of Doonholm, who had 
been in the winning Group of Three at the 
Highland, male champion at the Great 
Yorkshire and the winner of the James 
Reid Challenge Cup. Unfortunately the 
bull died soon after landing and Mr. Bailey 
had only limited use of him. It was a 
great blow to Mr. Bailey’s ambitions but, 
typical of him, instead of discouraging him 
it merely stimulated and made him all the 
more determined to have a Scotch bull. 


1935. Mr. T. B. Dorsett, Beallsville, a 
successful poultry man, bought a 400 acre 
farm to grow grain for his chickens but 
became interested in pure bred cattle and 
stocked it with Aberdeen-Angus instead. His 
steers are always well finished and go to 
the top. There are sixty cows in the herd. 

Mr. Eugene Roberts, Landover, establish- 
ed a commercial herd of twenty cows dur- 
ing the year, has since added a few regis- 
tered females.

1936. It takes time for the beginni 
say nothing for the seasoning Tso 
munity into a live stock community, This 
year was marked by some “breaks” that 
were the result of hard work and at the 
same time signs of progress. 


Five years had slipped by since the for- 
mation of the Association. Herds had 
doubled and trebled in size, new breeders 
had boosted the number of herds to a re- 
spectable point and the influence of the 
movement was being felt. One result was 
a classification for Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing cattle at the Timonium Fair, something 
the Association had worked hard to accom- 
plish. This was the first time in the his- 
tory of the Fair that it had offered premi- 
um money to Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The 
amount offered was $800.00 not counting a 
small amount of steer money and a few 
specials. Needless to say the breeders re- 
sponded. A nice show was held. The State 
Fair officials were pleased, so pleased that 
they have been stepping it up a little ever 
since until they now offer a classification 
of $2500.00 for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
They have built new barns for beef cattle 
and a new judging coliseum for all kinds 
of live stock. In fact the Aberdeen-Angus 
pep seems to have filtered through the 
whole fair. It is today one of the East’s 
best. 

Another project for good got under way 
during the year. The annual Maryland 
sale was organized. The first regular sale

not market places for surplus cattle. This 
olicy has apparently worked well. The 
all-time average of nearly $300.00 per head 
on these combination sales speaks volumes 
for the quality of animals that have been 
offered and the manner in which the whole 
affair has been managed. 

New herds were making their appearance 
with steady regularity. Mr. H. David- 
son, Sea Kale Farm, Chestertown, estab- 
lished a herd of thirty head on a Briarcliff 
and Andelot foundation. A few miles down 
the road Mr. B. K. Stevens, of Centreville, 
stocked his farms with fifty cows. Mr. 
Joseph France, Churchville, bought twenty 
head. Mr. C. Wilbur Miller, Shawan, took 
on forty cows. Tryconnel Farms, owning 
over 2000 acres at Knoxville, bought 150 
heifers which have since increased to 560 
head. This firm finishes its steers and 
sends them to New York. Up to now they 
have retained most of their heifers. 

Mr. George Weschler, Pearson, bought 
his first pure breds during the year. He 
keeps about sixty registered cows and a like 
number of grade cows. He feeds out all 
his steers. Mr. A. S. Tabler, retired Mt. 
Airy railroad man, got in, said he was do- 
ing it for the boys but many of his friends 
suspect he likes them too. The herd now 
numbers forty head. 


Mr. George Bailey, Wickwire, Earleville, 
returned to Scotland for a second importa- 
tion. He again brought over four in-calf 
heifers and a bull. The bull was the great 
Highland champion, Koko of Dunira, first 
Highland champion to set foot on American 
sod since Prince Ito, who was brought over 
in 1902. 

This was the banner year up to this 
point, 

1937. Fat cattle were selling from 1lc 
to 14c per pound, cattle that had been laid 
in as feeders the fall before at 5c to 6c. 
Profits in cattle feeding operations were 
the greatest in peace time history. 

Three herds that have since gained con- 
siderable prominence over in the horse 
country north of Baltimore were started 
during the year. Mr. F. L. La Motte, Cow- 
pens Farm, Towson, secured his first heif- 
ers which he headed with Blue Ribbon Boy 
of Page, a son of Revolution of Page 11th. 
There are now sixty females in the well 
grassed pastures, lots and pens at Cow- 
pens. 

Wilmae Farm, at Monkton, started. This 
farm is owned by Mr. W. F. Schluderberg, 
of the Schluderberg-Kurdle Meat Packing 
Company in Baltimore. It contains over 
400 acres. The herd numbers forty females 
headed by Andelot Black Joe by Glencar- 
nock Buxton. Mr. Schluderberg also breeds 
Belgians and Berkshires, feeds commercial 
steers extensively and is a great polo play- 
er, the only one we know of in the Aber- 
deen-Angus fraternity. (Guess Ken does 
not know Otto Battles). 

The herd of Mr. Robert H. Sayre, is at 
Bel Air and contains forty cows. It fur- 
nishes quite a few 4-H Club steer calves 
each year and they are good ones.

hair for the winter show so we discontinue 
the use of the blanket and, in its place, we 
wet the calf down every night before turn- 
ing him to his exercise pen. I like cold wat- 
er with a small amount of dip and a very 
small amount of blackleaf 40. Frost and 
cool nights are the best things to encourage 
hair growth. 

Just a few words in regard to showing 
the calf. Have him broke so that you are 
absolute master of him, train him so that 
he knows what every move you make means, 
Stand the calf so that all his legs are 
squarely under him and have his head up 
and looking alert. Keep wide awake all the 
time you are in the show ring, watch your 
calf closely to see that he is posed correct- 
ly, but at the same time never let the judge 
be observed from your view. It is well to 
be friendly to the judge and obey his re- 
quests promptly. 

The two big features in fitting and show- 
ing a steer are regularity in feeding and 
being a good loser as well as a good winner.

We dropped in at the fine 480 acre Prairie 
Pastures Farm a few days ago to have a 
look at the cattle that were to make up the 
first draft sale from this splendid breeding

1940. There is an old saying to the effect 
that nothing succeeds like success. Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle have been a success in 
Maryland because they have been profitable. 
Farmers find they may not necessarily have 
more money but they certainly have more 
peace of mind raising their own rather than 
buying their feeders, and this is a big factor 
where the joy of living enters in as it does 
in the Free State. 

The section called Southern Maryland has 
gone in for the Doddies in a big way. Dur- 
ing 1940 a dozen herds sprung up in this 
section whose fame is world-wide for its 
slow-burning cigarette tobacco. Mr. R. H. 
Slingluff, Mitchellville, is one of the state’s 
most extensive growers of the weed, raising 
100 to 125 acres annually. He has spent 
years grading up his cow herd with Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls. In 1940 he started with 
a few registered females. Mr. Hampton 
Magruder, Upper Marlboro, attorney first 
bought a pair of heifers for Mrs. Magruder 
then got the bug and bought ten or so for 
himself. Holly Beach Farm, at Annapolis, 
has for years been a famous thoroughbred 
horse breeding and racing farm. They 
started with thirty-five heifers and a bull 
bred at Cornell University. Miss S. Hen- 
derson also at Annapolis secured six fe- 
males. Mr. Floyd Langford at Harwood 
made a start with ten nice females. This 
year he is building a new cattle barn to 
care for the increase, also to better accom- 
modate a few head being fitted for show. 
Mr. E. Taylor Chewning, Nutwell, is going 
with twenty cows and they have been se- 
lected with care, too. Dr. Emily Wilson, 
Lothian, is combining cattle farming with 
her country medical practice. In 1940 she 
started with a pair of heifers but ran into 
farm help difficulties and had to sell them. 
Like others who have tried it, she couldn’t 
be without them. Now she has another 
start with a few head and plans to increase 
them. Mr. William Knight at Leonardtown 

once had a farm full of grade cattle. Dur- 
ing the year he turned a new leaf, sold them 
all and invested the money in ten outstand- 
ing registered heifers. Mr. Thomas Bond, 
Leonardtown, keeps twenty grade cows to 
which he added a pair of registered females. 
Major R. D. LaGarde, Rockville, bought his 
first females during the year. Tridelphia 
Farm, at Brookeville, has a dozen well bred

buying in the Frederick sale in May. Mary- 
land’s Eastern Shore was moving forward 
this year. Churn Creek Farms, Worton, put 
in a herd, buying 200 registered cows and 
heifers during the year. Mr. James A. Bay- 
ard, Bohemia Manor, Chesapeake City, ob- 
tained forty head and is now building a new 
barn for them. Mr. R. W. Tennant, St. 
Michaels, established a small herd. Mr. 
James Maitland, Ruthsburg, started a com- 
mercial herd with a car of unregistered heif- 
ers. Mr. Carl Holmes, Stagwell Farm, 
Queenstown, went to Andelot for forty heif- 
ers and a bull. Mr. Holmes formerly had an 
Aberdeen-Angus herd in England. There is 
a Land’s End Farm owned by Mr. Kinsle, at 
Grasonville, Queen Annes County, with a 
herd of twenty cows and another Land’s 
End Farm in Kent County near Chestertown 
also with twenty head.

The 
pee in Texas for Aberdeen-Angus calves 
has been so great this year that is has been 
almost impossible to keep them in the herd. 
Several of the club boys in famous Mason 
County have purchased Aberdeen-Angus 
calves from the Brook Ranch, and reports 
are that they are doing exceptionally well 
in the Hereford stronghold. 

It was soon time for the Barbecue, and 
what a barbecue it was! Tommy had killed 
a prime Aberdeen-Angus heifer and seven 
of his choice goats. Now you men who like 
harbecued beef have never really tasted 
good barbecue until you have eaten Texas 
harbecued goat. It was really delicious. A 
short program followed the luncheon. Many 
of the visitors and notables were intro- 
duced. People in general had a good time 
visiting, and all reported a very successful 
day. 

The Texas breeders are really doing a 
fine piece of work. There is a lot of new 
interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Texas 
today. Many small herds have started with- 
in the past twelve months. Many others are 
on the verge of starting. Too much credit 
cannot be given to Tommy Brook, Mrs. 
Gowdy, Merle Saxe and others. The Texas 
breeders are going ahead, and Aberdeen- 
Angus are progressing with them. 


On the Way Back. 

On my return from Texas I made three 
short stops. The first of these was at the 
C. E. Griffith farm, two miles east of Big 
Cabin, Oklahoma. Mr. Griffith is one of 
the most successful live stock men in Okla- 
homa. He has had for years one of the top 
Holstein herds in the southwest, and his 
Hampshire hogs are known throughout the 
country. In 1940 Mr. Griffith became tired 
of the dairy business and decided to go into 
beef cattle breeding. (Labor difficulties 
helped to bring this about). He purchased 
twenty-two Aberdeen-Angus heifers and a 
son of Revolution of Sunbeam in the 1940 
Fullerton sale. The heifers have all develop- 
ed into very good cows. The first calves by 
the bull look good. Mr. Griffith liked his 
first cattle so well that he decided to buy a 
few more. He did buy seven more females 
in the 1941 Sunbeam sale and also pur- 
chased the outstanding young son of Revo- 
lution 100th in the same sale. In addition 
to these purchases, he secured by private 
treaty, fourteen other females from Fuller- 
tons. The heifers practically all look alike, 
are bred alike, and I believe that with his 
knowledge of live stock, Mr. Griffith will 
soon be one of the good Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders in Oklahoma. 


I made a quick stop at Sunbeam Farms 
and spent about an hour looking over the 
show cattle. The young things sired by 
Black Prince look very good. The senior 
bull calf is just about as good as they come. 
The last daughter of Barbara Rosemere 
100th sired by “Prince” is coming along 
faster each day. The first calves by Bar 
Prince (the first son of Black Prince) look 
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exceptionally outstanding. Who knows, he 
may breed better than “Prince”. Yes, Elgon 
and Prince were both looking great. 


The Trek Leads Through Missouri. 

T. A. Smart, Jr., four miles northeast of 
Greenwood, Missouri, has been breeding 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle for a good many 
years. He has some seventy-five cows in 
the herd today. Most of them are of his 
own breeding, and they are about as uni- 
form a group of beef cattle as I have seen. 
Young Mont Smart has been showing a few 
head the past two years, and I think he has 
developed one of the shortest legged, thick- 
est Aberdeen-Angus bulls to be led out. 
Many of you breeders remember him from 
last year’s shows. He is just a bit different 
from most bulls and he caused several of 
the judges a great deal of trouble. Some 
put him up, others left him down. He is 
showing as a two-year-old this year, and 
looks very good. Mont was getting ready 
to ship to Great Falls, Montana, to start the 
season, when I was there. He is starting 
in a good place. Great Falls is one of the 
good Aberdeen-Angus shows on the circuit. 


The premium money is good, and the nights 
are cool. ... cattle do well up there.

To many this addition may seem strange 
for the investment in five bulls at Ravens. 
wood the past two years reached more than 
$40,000.00, and that’s still a lot of money in 
anyone’s language. 

But if any herd in the country could af- 
ford that investment in five bulls, that herd 
is Ravenswood. Again going back a few 
years, we learn that Colonel Peirce first 
bought a few cattle in 1929, and in 1938 add- 
ed eight carloads of some of the finest fe- 
males that were bred at Briarcliff Farms, 
Pine Plains, New York. Briarcliff at that 
time was having one of its greatest years, 
and though the prices received for cattle 
was not what they bring today, the sale of 
eight carloads must have been a good sized 
deal. Today at Ravenswood are more than 
three hundred breeding cows, all registered, 
all dropping good calves. We went through 
the different pastures with Mr. Little, 
“Tiny” as he is called by many, and Lee 
Leachman, and with the use of Ames Plan- 
tation Pride’s Eric, Eileenmere 260th, and 
Envious Blackecap B. 6th as well as Win- 
tonian 5th, the top bull in the Virginia 1940 
Fall Sale at Warrenton, the calves at Rav- 
enswood should delight their owner and 
make a great name for the farm as a place 
to secure top seed stock. 

We haven’t mentioned one bull. He is 
just a baby calf, but what a youngster. It 
will be recalled that at the 1940 Interna- 
tional Sale, Colonel Peirce bought a few top 
females, among them Ballindalloch Black- 
bird T. 2d, bred to Eileenmere 85th, 1935 
International grand champion and sire of 
Eileenmere 260th. The cow dropped a bull 
calf, and we mean a real bull calf. All he 
has to do is keep his type, his style and 
thickness and in a year or two the competi- 
tion will meet a coming bull. 

The Journal looks forward to the time 
when Ravenswood will be staging its own 
auctions, once or twice a year, and with 
such bulls at the head of the herd, breeders 
should come from all directions to secure 
both bulls and females. But of one thing 
are we certain and that is that all the bull 
calves that drop at Ravenswood not all with 
remain bulls. Most of them will go to the 
feed lots, for Mr. Little and Colonel Peirce 
do not care to offer inferior bulls.

Offering a contribution to national de- 
fense, the National Farm Youth Founda- 
tion throws open its doors to young women 
and will train them to replace men of the 
farm called for military or armament-indus- 
try service and, at the same time, qualify 
them to more capably carry on their duties 
as farm women. 

Announcement of this new policy was 
made by Roger M. Kyes, director of the 
Foundation, which is sponsored by the Fer- 
guson-Sherman Manufacturing Corporation 
with the cooperation of Henry Ford, found- 
er and Edsel Ford, president of the Ford 
Motor Company. 

More than 10,000 young farm men took 
free of cost the Foundation’s university ex- 
tension courses in farm engineering and 
management last year. More than 60 per- 
cent completed the required work and re- 
ceived diplomas. 

Now, all the benefits of the Foundation, 
once available to young men only, will be 
free to young farm women. 

Included in the Foundation opportunities 
for which the young women will be eligible, 
is the school term accomplishment compe- 
tition.

Decision to accept young women into the 
Foundation was prompted by recognition of 
the fact that because of the national emerg- 
ency, women, in the coming months, are go- 
ing to be more and more called upon to take 
over tasks once performed by men and with 
which they are not too familiar, according 
to Foundation officials. 

“It is to prepare these girls and young 
women to assume the duties previously per- 
formed by men of the farm, who are now 
called to serve in the armed forces or de- 
fense industries, that we are making this 
training available to them,” said one of 
these officials. 

“To take a long-range view, the reasons 
which prompted the decision to admit wom- 
en to the Foundation are found in its ob- 
jectives of helping the farmer solve his 
economic problems and to encourage more 
outstanding leadership among people of 
farming communities.”

ing sires of his own production. At the 
time of my visit one of his chief herd sires 
was his Supreme Champion of the Palermo 
Show of 1939, which was of his own breed- 
ing, who by the way, was from the same 
dam as his 1940 Palermo Grand Champion 
bull. After seeing the mother of these two 
outstanding bulls, it was easy for me to un- 
derstand why they were so good, as she is 
one of the best Aberdeen-Angus matrons I 
have ever seen. And never have I seen a 
better lot of cows than were being mated to 
this champion sire. 

On the second morning of my visit at Es- 
tancia Charles while at breakfast Senor 
Guerrero said, “Would you like to see what 
I am doing in the way of reclaiming a tract 
of land along the ocean?” I was enthusias- 
tic in my response that I would enjoy this 
very much, so a coach was soon drawn up 
at the door and we started on a drive of ap- 
proximately fifteen miles across the estan- 
cia on a road which had only recently been 
completed. Due to the flooded condition 
above mentioned, we found this road very 
difficult in spots—in fact, in some places 
it was necessary to detour over the higher 
ground of the great pastures through which 
the road led. It would have been hard to 
make this trip by motor car, and it certainly 
would not have been nearly so interesting. 
Occasionally we would pass through a forest 
which had been planted years ago by Senor 
Guerrero’s father, and when we got within 
four or five miles of the ocean we came up- 
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retches of young forest which had 
ed by Senor Guerrero himself. I

: y Guerrero maintains an at- 
lage and where he contemplates 
Se ding a larger house soon, I marvelled 
vil more at what he had done there and 
what he plans to do—in fact, I believe it is 
: more extensive development of that type 
te has ever been undertaken by any priv- 
ate individual anywhere. For mile upon 
mile there is nothing but great mounds of 
sand which are being eternally changed by 
the shifting winds off the Atlantic. Senor 
Guerrero is taking scientific advantage of 
these winds to change the contour of the 
jand to his liking. This is being done by 
building wind breaks in positions where they 
will change the air currents so that they 
may move one huge mound of sand to an 
entirely different location. And over this 
entire tract of thousands of acres Senor 
Guerrero is planting not only trees, but 
shrubbery of different varieties. In fact, 
he is making a veritable garden spot out of 
one of the most desolate regions one could 
possibly imagine. This, he told, me, he is 
not doing with any idea of ever personally 
benefiting from it financially. He feels, on 
the other hand, that it will be something he 
can leave as a heritage to future genera- 
tions. To be sure, he had as an inspira- 
tion the development of the great Argentine 
resort, “Mar del Plata”, the Newport of 
Argentina, which lies about fifty miles to 
the south, and which is one of the most 
famous seaside resorts in the world. Senor 
Guerrero has nothing like this in mind, how- 
ever. He does not, as has been stated, ex- 
pect to capitalize on this stupendous de- 
velopment in that way. 


As I looked out that day over the great 
Atlantic, which was being lashed to a fury 
by a severe wind, it was a little difficult for 
me to appreciate the setting. But then 
again, I thought of what this spot would be 
like in a few years, and on a quiet summer 
day, when the ocean would be placid and 
beautiful, and the occasional passing of a 
great foreign liner on her way to one of the 
southern ports, or perhaps around Cape 
Horn, would add romance to the scene.

tine, and then there was young Senora Car- 
los Guerrero, who was especially nice to us. 
But I know there must always be a stopping 
place. And by the same token I realize that 
these Argentine articles have been running 
for a long time, and that perhaps Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal readers are tiring of them. 
With this thought in mind, the concluding 
one will appear in the next issue.
